Egypt confident Iraq will

CAIRO (Agencies) — President 
Hosni Mutarak said Sunday he 
was sure Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein would peacefully end an 
oil and territory dispute with 
Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE).

^[>eaking on the occasion of the 
38th anniversaxy of the July 23 
revolution whidh overthrew the 
monardiy in Egypt, Mubarak 
stressed the importence of Arab 
uniiqr in his naticxiaUy televised 
speech. 

He said we ctuisidered the (fis- 
pute “a cloud passing over our 
brother in Iraq and our brothers 
in Knwait and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

“They are all Arab countries 
and members of the Arab 
League... I am perfectly sure, 
and based on my experience with 
our Arab brofoers, that Iraqi 
President Saddam Hnssmn b c^ 


able in hb wisdom to overcome 
thb problem quietly and with 
objectivity so as to avoid tiie 
obstacles," tension and breaku{» 
diat could happen to Arab uni- 
ty.”

He said the Defence Law 
of 1935 and its articles “must be 
cancefled and xefrisoed with a mod- 
ern defence law tiiat mil not con- 
flict widi die rights and duties <rf 
Jofdaaiaps as sti^bfed m part 2 of 
the Constitutioo.” 

The coafitioB also plans to work 
tow a rds the can e e U a i foo of the 1967 
martial law and the canceOatioa of 
the Elections Law of 1986, “and 
creating a new elections law tfat 
coafonns with the Goostitntiem and 
democrat.”

4 infiltrators shot dead 
near border with Syria

AMMAN — An army patrol shot 
dead four armed men when they 
tried to inflitrate into Jordanian 
territory from Syria, a security 
source said Sinday. 

The account was confirmed by 
toe Jordan News Agency, Petra, 
wtuch said the rndd^ took place 
at 10 p.m. Satunty. 

Accordixig to Petra, the infil- 
trators were spotted by Jordanian 
security forces who asked them to 
Stop and sriien toe order was 
disobeyed opened fire and killed 
the four. There was no casualty 
on the Jordanian side, the ^ncy 
said. 

The Petra report, quoting an 
official source, (fid not give de- 
taib, except that toe incident 
took place in an area mostly used 
by di^ and arms smugglers for 
illegal entry into the Kingdom. 

The security source told the 
Jordan Times the four were car- 


rying “cards identitying them as 
members toe PFLP-GC” — the 
Popular Flront ^ toe Liberation 
of Palestine-General Ccunmand 
led by Ahmad Jforfl. “However, 
we do not think they were mem- 
bers of the PFLP-GC but of 
another Damascus-based group,” 
added the source, speaidng to ^ 
Jordan Hmes on coiufition of 
anonymity. 

The source would not identity 
tiie group, but several splinter 
Palestinian groups are ba^ in 
Syria, indu(fing a dissident group 
of the Islamic Jihad Beit Al Ma- 
qdes as well as the Fateh Upiiang 
led by Saeed Musa (Abu Musa). 
Both groups have daimed re- 
sponsi^ty for past infihration 
attempts and attacks against 
Israel across Jordan’s demarca- 
tion line with the Jewish state.

Saadi Arabia established di> 
picanatie relatfons.

Prince Saud rushed back late 
Sanixday n^it from a mediation 
mission in Baghdad to defiise die 
Knnait-liaq criw and signed die 
documents ontfa Qian cstahHshing 
formal relations between Beijing 
and Riyadh. 

Following the signing cere- 
mony in the capital feyadh. 
Prince Sand was quoted the 
Saudi Press Ageiicy (SPA) as 
saying the move is “an important 
step that will have an impact on 
the interest of the two nations 
and the interest of our Arab and 
Tdamin natiOUS.” 

Expressing his satisfaction at 
die dedsion, he noted that China 
“enj<^ promineiit inteinational 
status and has a glorioas reputa- 
tion and history.” 

In sinular statements, Qian 
stressed relations between the 
Ifingdnm and China “have en- 
tered a new developed stage that 
not only conforms to the interests 
of our two nations but also serves 
die preservadon of petwe, stabil- 
ity and devdopraent in die two 
regions in whi^ our two conn- 
tries are located and thxoa^iont 
the world.” 

The move closed the chapter of 
the kingdom’s refosal to establish 
diplomatic ties with any commun- 
ist nation and was expected even- 
tually to pave the way for a 
similar st^ with the Soviet 
Union.

U.S. considers trade cutoff with Iraq 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S.- 
Iraq relations could take another 
turn for the worse if members of 
Congress are successful in their 
drive to cut off virtually all com- 
merce between the two countries. 

The Senate Banking Commit- 
tee last week nnanlmonsly 
approved legiriation diat would 
dray agri^tnial and Export-Im- 
port Bank credits to Iraq as well 
as bar the sale of techrolo^cal 
items that could be used by the 
militaiy. 

“It sailed ri^t through com- 
mittee,” said Kansas Senator 
Nany Kassebaum, sponsor of the 
amendment. “I frankiy was 
amazed.*'

people and the second-largest 
proven ofl reserves in the world, 
denies human rights diarges.

TEHRAN (R) — > Iran’s leading 
radical Afi Akbax Mohtasbemi 
has sparked a new political row 
by ancnsiag moderates trying 
to exclude bardfiners from choos- 
ing die oooDliy's top leadership.

It was a rare direct attack on 
the assembly which, chosen for 
ei^t-year terms and dosely link- 
ed to the leadership, is a bedrock 
of continuity of Iran's rsiamir

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Over 50 per cent 
studente pass tawjihi

AMMAN — Over half the stu- 
dents who sat for the 1989-90 
sectMidaiy sdiooi certificate ex- 
aminations (tawjihi) have passed 
and are now eHgible to pursue 
higher edncatimi in the country 
or abroad. 

A total of 59,946 studeots, in- 
dudiiig those in qiedal studies, 
sat to the examination and 52.4 
per cent have pa:^, minister of 
education and higher cdocation 
Mohammad Hamdan told repor- 
ters Sunday. Last year 63.97 per 
cent passed the examination. 

Students in die special studies 
programme nsuaUy study for the 
exammatiott on tii^ own without 
school supervision. Almost 
44,000 regular students sat for the 
exam and 62 per cent of cbero 
passed. A total of 16,229 qiedal 
stuefies students sat for the ex- 
amination of whom oitiy 2 S .2 per 
cent passed. 

Th^ who failed the exain are 
pernutted to repeat die intfiridual 
subjects they foSed during the 
next schola^ year. They are 
also allowed to take extra sub- 
jects to improve their overall 
tawjihi aveni^. If they fu*l for a 
second year, then they most re- 
peat the entire exam. 

According to Hamdan, a total 
of 59,946 male and female stu- 
dents took the examinations in 
seven different streams — litera- 
mie, sdenee, eommeroe, agrienl- 


tnie, industrial, nurang and hotel 
mana^meat. 

Ta^ihi, a comptlation of two 
examinations, a mid-term and a 
final, is the sole deterndning fac- 
tor to students trying to enter 
Jordanian universities and col- 
le^. The examtnatioa has bMo 
criticised by the jness and stu- 
dents as being unfair. Some stu- 
dents have said questions in the 
test were not in the sdiool curri- 
cula and were too difficult to 
answer in the allotted time. 

"We take into consideration 
critidsm about tiie exam," tiie 
said Sunday. "AD the 
questions in the test are from the 
HxCT ffom curricula,** he added. 

Another Mhustry of E^icask» 
official noted that there was a 
committee to assess the difficulty 
and frurness of tiie qtmstions in 
the exam. 

Some critics of the examination 
procedure question the accuracy 
of the graefing system. 

The head of the examinatioas 
department at the ministry. Abed 
A1 Rahman Sbubdlat, said that 
every answer is died^ 1 ^ two 
persons and then points for each 
answer are fed into the computer. 
"The grading system is very accu- 
rate, that is ndiy we take sndi a 
long time to distribute re- 
suhs," Shobeilat said. The exam 
results are final and not subject to 
any reassessment or reevaluation 
process.

said. 

The in teipretation of aitide 
12 of tiie federatkm’s charter 
by the kfinistiy of Social De- 
vetopmeiit has caused an up- 
roar in federation drdes and 
the former national e xecu tive 
oommitiee of tiie GKfW is 
takmg hfiiusier Abdul Ma- 


jid Shreideh to court over his 
interpretation of the article 
wMcfa outlines electoral dts- 
tributioo. 

WhOe all 8 munidpa] Ran- 
ches of the GFJW elected 
coafitions of independent, pan- 
Anbist and leftist representa- 
tives to the general conference 
next month, it will be the 
independent delegaus which 
will have the greater voting 
strength at the conference as a 
result of the ministry's inter- 
pretation d article 12 of the 
chatter.

. Tlie democratic labonr group 
contends that die' amendinents 
made as a result of the FALU 
engagement in the dispute, refer- 
ring to the May 22 agreement, are 
as ifl^ as the feder^ion’s ac- 
tions that tiiey originally objected 
to. 

*Two wrongs don't mat-w a 
right,” said the information 
^lokesman of die group, Yoossef 
HoumaL 

The.group contends that the 
addition of three more repre- 
sentatives to the existing 14-mem- 
ber executive committee amounts 
to oo-optiott of (fi^nmtled union- 
ists and "more importantly 
vicriaies die federation’s regolar 
tioos uhkh Kmi t the executive 
committee members to a ruax- 
immn of IS.” 

The decisuMi to increase die 
members of the executive com- 
mittee to 17 came about as a 
resplt bi the May 22 agreement. 
Confusion surrounds the appoint- 
meuts because the three newly 
^spointed members to the execu- 
tive committee were among the 
leaders of democratic labour 
poup. 

Hourani charges that **tbe 
FALU thought it could settle the 
conflict by co-opting some of the 
leaders of the H««gnfing group, 
leave the democratic group with- 
out a leadership and thus and the 
diqiute without addressing the 
*real* issues.” 

Publie offidak are shocked at 
what they see as complete mis- 
trust by some of die latour nmon 
members. "To think that even an 
mdependent body was literally 
cheating Jozdaniaa woitets oot 
of. their limits is a preposterous 
accusation,” said one Labour 
Ministiy ofBdal. 

The issues involved in die con- 
flict are twofold. The first in- 
volves charges of illegal mem- 
bership. 


Two memos, a^es of vriueh 
were made available to the Jor- 
dan Times, udddi were sent to 
the prime minister last May frem 
the minister of labour outtined 
tbe uregularities and illegalities 
of tbe fiederatioa’s central council 
and executive comnuttecs affairs. 
In tbe two memos tbe minister of 
labour dearly indicated that rep- 
resentation and the leg al status of 
tbe r^nesentatives of four labour 


unions was questionable. 

The ttniOBS in question repre- 
sent tbe largest labour unioas in 
tile country. Tbe largest union in 
tiw federation, tbe Land lYans- 
poitatioo Union with an esti- 
mated 90,000 members, is under 
attadc from ofRcids and uniomst 
alike for its obligatory mem- 
bership which is contrary to 
labour union law. 

"The union doesn't issue public 
licenses to someone who is not in 
the unioa, so automatically the 
individual has to become a mem- 
ber if be wants to work. This is 
contrary to the labour law which 
says union mcmberdiip is volun- 
tary,” eiqplained one unionise. 

The otoer three anions vriiich 
have come under sharp scrutiny 
f(X Ulegi^ties are the Air Trans- 
port Union, die Railway Union 
and the Municipalities Unkm. 
While the labour union law states 
that one caimot serve as a labour 
anion representative and be a 
government employee, the repre- 
sentatives of the three unions 
have violated this law. Over half 
of those serving on the executive 
oomantcees of the three umons 
are goveroment em^doyees. 

Some dissenting unionists 
that while nm/wic 

have historically been dominated 
by leftists or communists, tbe 
federation has otherwise been 
dominated by unionists "dose to 
the government or Islamists for 
tbe last two decades.” 


“Through manipulation and 
the chang^g of some laws, cer- 
tain forces have been able to 
dominate the federation for a 
long time,” said (me veteran un- 
ionist who caiu himself a leftist. 

While very few unionist ^ny 
the influence "pro-est^lisb- 
ment" urnontsts in the federa- 
tion's ruling body, the repre- 
sentatKHi the Muslim Brot^r- 
hood has traditionally b^o K- 
mited to the Union of Private 
Education. 

Union observers say that as a 
result of the democratic changes 
in the country, tbe "establisi^ 
meat unionists" no longer fdt 
they had to ai^ase anyone 
through poations on the central 
ootincU, so they decided to leave, 
the communists out this time.” - 

Democratic bloc members say 
that they feel cheated by some of 
their fellow leftists ^ delm- 
quishing their united tfaod and 
joining the new executive com- 
mittee and thus weakening tbe 
Uoc. 

Meanwhile former spokesman 
of the democratic group and tme 
of the appointed executive com- 
mittee members, Haidar Rashid, 
a leftist, who is fuesident of tbe 
Banking, Insurance and Account- 
ing Employees Association, de- 
nies that he and his other associ- 
ates have defected from the 
group. 

"The whole issue is still under 
investigation and we are waiting 
for the results of the investigation 
that the FALU is making,” 
Radiid said. He denied that any 
“pact" had been struck vis-a-vis 
the membership of the three com- 
munist onioD beads in the new 
executive committee. 

The democratic labour ^oup 
was fonned in April after chaos 
fait the thirty-six ytar old federa- 
tion, which represents over 
140,000 Jordanian workers. The 


bloc, originally consisting of 39 
members, including ten out of 17 
tmioD presidents, refu^ to par- 
ticipate in the electkms for the 
executive council in April. Tbe 
bloc contended that the make-up 
of tbe 14-member executive com- 
mittee and the 95-member central 
eousctl was unrepresentative of 
Jordanian workers. 

When elections were held de- 
spite their boycott and 56 mem- 
bers of the federation's 95 mem- 
ber central council elected the 
federation’s 14-member execu- 
tive committee, the Uoc issued 
the following memo which out- 
lined their (Ejections. 

The memo: — Contested the 
legality of the then newly dected 
executive committee and de- 
clared all decisioBS taken by it as 
null and void; 

— Called for freezing tbe mem- 
bership of the leadership of the 
federation in all local, pan-Aiab 
and international • orgamsations 
and forums; 

— Called for freeziiig ail ftmds 
of the federatk» to contest tbe 
committee's handling of the fe^ 
eration's finances; 

— Called an tmmediate inves- 
tigation into the committee’s 
dealings, financial and otherwise; 

— Called on members of the 
federation who have not violated 
tile labour law to serve as a 
caretaker committee which would 
supervise the transitional period 
pending refonn. 

Tbe 39 central council mem- 
bers, wbo signed the above memo 
and made up the de mcaa tic bloc, 
were affiliated with a wide variety 
of political trends. They indoded 
leftists, communists, pan-Arab- 
ists, Mamktg and md^iendeats. 

According to FJLU observers, 
the break sway marked the first 
"open and organised” move of 
dissent in tbe country’s largest 
labour unkm grouping since Jor- 


dan began its democratic era last 
November. 

“For almost 20 years there 
have been complaints about cer- 
tain groups controUing the fed- 
eration, but the lack of a demo- 
cratic jdatform and the tight con- 
trd tim tile govemment had on 
the federation made it almost 
impossible to contest tiie status 
quo,” one observer of tbe federa- 
tion noted. 

While longtime members of tbe 
central conn^ craitend that diffe- 
rent political trends were always 
represented in the federation, 
other unionists disagree. 

Unionists with pan- 

Arab and leftist groups contend 
that fllegal acti>ntfes have been 
re^ionsible for nregularities in 
the federation sinee 1972. 

“In 1972 the then Nfinistry of 
Social Welfare and Labour 
appointed the federation’s execu- 
tive committee tn order to avoid 
tbe possible election of an 'unde- 
sirable* executive body,” said one 
pan-Arab nnionisL “That step 
was ille^,” be said. 

Unionists point out that tbe 
fe(tetation's \am clearly stetes that 
the executive committee should 
be elected by the central conndl 
and “not appointed by anyone.” 

“At tbe time,” anther leftist 
uiuonists says, “the government 
co-opted tbe communists by 
promisiag them seats on t^ cen- 
tral coundL” 

Members of noo-communist 
leftist groups — pan-Arabists and 
independents — say that the com- 
miinists were co-opted by tbe 
ruling forces in the federal^ in 
1972 to “split tbe active opposi- 
tion as wen as to give the impresa- 
ioo that there was representation 
of at least one non-pro-establish- 
ment trend,” one unionist said. 

Meanwhile communist mem- 
bers of the federation vehemently 
deny tbe accusation which they 



say defames communists in Jor- 
dan who have “suffered greatly 
since political parties were ban- 
ned in the Kingdom in 1957." 

While communists have 
beaded np to four unions at a 
time and tfans always had mem- 
bers in tbe 95-member central 
conneO, they insist that their re- 
latively strong representation in 
the federation is due to popular 
support and not co-option. 

The federation's quest for 


proportional representation and 
democratic structuring lies in the 
hands of the FALU, according to 

union members and government 
officials. While the dissenting 
group which represents a major 
portion of tbe federation’s repre- 
sentative body continues to ques- 
tion the “leg^ty and democratic 
nature” of i^e FALU intentions, 
observers conclude that the 
“show won't be over until tbe 
results are in."

Islamists get their way quietly

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — Flin- 
damentalisB have won a round 
against secularism, slipping a bill 
on Islamic law through the senate 
while- the ' government wasn't 
lookiiiB. and tibersd Pakistanis 
wony about what lies ahead. 

Critics of Prime Minister Be- 
nazir Bhutto say she was outman- 
oeuvred. The few senaton be- 
longiog to her left-of-centre 
Pdtistao Peofrfe’s Party, indud- 
ing her law minister, were absent 
when the bill passed unanimously 
in May. 

Her government, the first in a 
iDodern Islamic nation led by a 
woman, is expected to stall until 


the senate elections of March 
1991 in hopes of winning control 
of the diamber. Tbe Pakistan 
People’s Party controls the 
national assembly, where the real 
power lies. 

"It’s depressed me immense- 
ly;” Amna Piracha: a' friend of 
Bhutto and a national assem- 
bly member, said of the senate 
action. She added, however: 
“there are many ways we can 
tackle it.” 

Opponents of the Sharia bill 
fear the power it wUl gwe bdamic 
derics, wbo would inteipret law 
aooorcihig to thdr reading of the 
Quran the Muslims holy book. 
Sharia is tbe tenn used for Islamic 
law. 

Women have been paxticulariy 


vocal, concerned about losing 
what little ground they have 
gained in recent years. 

Piracha and Sher Afghan, for- 
mer minister of state for par- 
liamentary affairs, spoke of 
several options, mostly designed 
to stall the bill in the national 
assembly. 

It most be introduced in the 
assembly within 90 days of Senate 
passage. Bhutto’s 19'month-old 
goveroment is expected to refer it 
either to a committee or the 
Islamic ideology council, which 
her predecessor, Gen. Moham- 
med Zla U1 H^, established to 
debate theological questions. 

Botto often has agreed to a 
form of Islamic law on condition 
Pakistan’s religious leaders reach ' 


a consensus, which many in her 
party consider unlikely. 

Supporters and critics alike say 
Bhutto must take care with Isla- 
mic fundamentalists, whose vio- 
lent riots in 1977 eventually 
brought down her fetfaer, Prime 
Minister' Znlfikar Alt Bhutto. 

He was convicted of conspiring 
to murder a political foe, who was 
not kUled, and was hanged in 
1979. Geo. 7m, wbo overthrew 
him, held power until his death in 
a plane crash in August 1988. 

"Folitics^y, they cannot afiord 
to throw” the bill out, Khuisbed 
Ahmed said of the governing 
party. "They would be sounding 
their death knell.” 

Ahmed leads tbe small but 
powerful Jamaat-X-lslanu, or Par- 


ty of God, which is said to have 
organised tbe rioting in 1977. He 
told tbe Assodaied Press history 
coold be repeated it Bhutto’s 
goveroment tried to kill the leg- 
islation. 

"We. may call for mid-tenn 
elections,” Ahmed said, “or we 
may even call for a mass. move- 
ment against” the Pakistan Peo- 
ple’s Party. 

The Prime Muister, who wears 
tbe traditional Islamic head 
covering and is seldom seen with- 
out a voluminous shawl, has been 
criticised by women activists for 
what they call her attempt to be 
“more religious than tbe mul- 
lahs," or Islamic clerics. 

Fundamentalist Islamic scho- 
lars disnuss Bbuno’s conservative 


conduct. Ahmed said she “repre- 
sents a secnlar trend, whatever* 
Islamic windowdressing she puts 
on." 

He said women who opposed 
Islamic law “Westeroised. alien- 
ated” and had “no knowled^ of 
Islam.” 

Women wearing billowing 
shawls that covered them from 
head to foot protested two years 
ago when 2^a proposed that Shar- 
ia be adopt^ in his quest to 
“Isiamise” this nation of 110 mil-

S. Korea cracks down on speculators 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — Prosecutors have said that about 
5,000 real estate speculators were rounded up in a four-month 
crackdown since early March. Of those rounded up, 540 people 
were arrested a^ nd formally charged. About 4,000 suspects were 
booked for investigation mid possible punishment, the prosecu- 
tors said. They said prosecutor-general Kim Ki-Choon ordered a 
steady crackdown on speculation in land and houses. Prosecutors 
and government officii have been directed by President Roh 
Tae-Woo-to stop the nation's rampant land speculation, which has 
roused public anger and ftielled inflation. Major business groups 
have been forced to sell land allegedly kept for speculation. 
Dozens of government offidals have been sacked for speculative 
a ct ivity. The government ordered the crackdown mainly to check 
inflation, but prices have been going up despite a series of 
measures.

BRUSSELS, Beigitim (AP) — 
French state-owned industries 
have embarited on a programme 
oi aggressive expansion through- 
out Europe, according to a new 
report 

Id 1989 there were 40 Fiendi 
state acquisitHMis of Enr^iean 
targets, valued at 2.67 biUion 
European Currency Units 
(ECUs) (S3.34 biUion), according 
to European Deal Review, pub- 
lished by the U.S. consultant 
group Trimslink. 

Tins amounted to 28 per cent 
of die total value of aU Fteoch 
acquisitions in Europe, the 
periodical said. 

“Rnnce is in effect nationalis- 
ing Europe,” oommeoted Mark 
Dhton, the editor of the review. 

In tee first quarter of 1990 
alone the figure was 2.S2 bilUOT 
ECUs ($3.15 billion), or 58 per 
cent of all Freodi acqnisition in 
Europe. The figure was swollen 
by car maker RMaulf s reriprocal 
s^es in Volvo. 


Some countries are considerii^ 
taking actioo to protect teeir in- 
dustries against the state-backed 
takeover bin^. Britain warned in 
Mardi that it may have to cake 
special measures against Frend) 
state-backed takeovers. 

In 1989 Britain was the most 
popular target nation for the 
French ccunjianies, acoounting 
for 1.52 billion ECUs ($1.9 bU- 
lion) of investment. 

The takeovers indnded Rhonc- 
Poulenc's purchase of RTZ 
PLC*s RTZ daemicals unit, and 
Bf Aquitaine’s buyout of 
stone’s paints. The diemical sec- 
tor has figured prominently on 
the Frendi shopping list. 

The review said that many gov- 
ernments consider the takeovers 
unfeir, because of the protection 
^ven to tee Frendi companies by 
their own government. 

“The issue of uneven access to 
targets in different European 
countries has been raised in 
general terms for many years,” it 


said. 

Apart ftom Renault, whidi is 
buying stakes in three Vttivo units 
for 2.12 bUlkm ECUs ($2.65 bil- 
lion), the most active Froicfa 
acquirers have been Rbone- 
Ponlenc and Orkem, both che- 
mical coDcerns. 

Over 98 per cent of French 
acquisituxis in the diemical sec- 
tor were made by state-owned 
companies. 

Tte review pointed out teat the 
financing behind many of the 
aoqnisitioiis has also antagmnsed 
neijtiibouring conntties. 

State companies have been 
allowed to sell shares in foreign 
subsidiaries, and at the end of 
1989 the French government was 
considering using its credit rating 
to borrow cheaply on behalf of 
French state firms. 

“The European CommisskMi’s 
fight against unfair state aid en- 
sures teat it would strongly 
oppose any development of tins 
kind,” the review said. 


Tough times loom for customers 
wanting Swiss banking secrecy 


BERN, Switzerland (AP) — One 
o« the Swiss banking industry's 
traditional ways to ensure secrecy 
for customers will be on its way 
out if government regulators have 
their way. 

Bankers are balking at federal 
efforts to abolish the legal possi- 
bility for clients to hide their 
identity behind lawyers and trus- 
tees who open accounts in their 
name. 

Efforts to prevent the deposit 
of shady funds in Switzerland 
have focused on restricting tee 
chances of using front men as 
intennediaries, mainly throu^ 
clauses in a 1977 self-policing 
code agreed on by the banks. 

But regulators say the number 
of clients guarding anonymity in 
this way, luiown as “super bank- 
ing secrecy,” remains higher than 
they would like. 

The Swiss Banking Commis- 
sion, a government watchdog, 
toughened its line late last month 
by launching a probe to uncover 


any past abuses by lawyers and 
trustees. 

The move followed the col- 
lapse of talks between the com- 
mission and the trade associations 
of Swiss bankers, lawyers and 
trustees. Aimed at a voluntary 
end to super-secrecy, the talks 
instead brought a long-simmering 
conflict to a head. 

The dispute centres on the 
Form B Qause, added to the 
self-policing rules in 1982, under 
which lawyers and trustees pledge 
in writing that they are not mere- 
ly acting as no-questions-asked 
smokescreens for questionable 
customers. 

Daniel Zuberbuehler, vice 
director of the banking commis- 
sion’s secretariat, said he regrets 
there was no accord to abolish 
Form B. 

But Switzerland's new criminal 
law against money laundering, 
whidi takes effect Aug. 1, has 
emboldened regulators. 


They argue Form B is a con- 
tinuing exception to identification 
proced^ures that clashes with the 
money laundering laws. 

“After Aug. 1, every bank 
would be well advised not to 
accept any more Form B's,” 
Zuberbuehler said in aiy inter- 
view. 

He also urged banks to expose 
the identity of all account holders 
protected under existing Form 
B's. 

Legal uncertainty will loom ab- 
out the new legiriation’s scope 
untU Swiss courts interpret th^ 
through judgments. 

And for now it remains unclear 
whether the commission's probe 
will lead to a fluther tightening of 
Form B procedures or their out- 
right abolition. 

Swiss bankers worry that 
monied dients seeking discretion 
are turning to Liechtenstein, 
Switzerland's tiny neighbour, and 
Luxembourg as alternatives. 


EFTA cuts key demands for 
economic zone with EC 


BRUSSELS (R) — Hie Euro- 
pean' Freer' Tr^e Assodation" 
(EFTA) has tebderatetf^ki^ de- 
mands to im|HOve its efaant^ of 
creating free passage of people 
and goods with the European 
Commimity (EC), a Swiss minis- 
te r has sa^. 

EFTA, wfakb groups Swhzei^ 
land, Sweden, Nenway. Iceland, 
Finland and Austria, has aban- 
doned many oi its demands for 
exenqitiotts from EC taw in its bid 
to form the so-called “European 
economic space.” 

Swiss Ecramny Nfinister Jean- 
PascaL Dehunuraz said EFTA 
wanted to adopt as much EC law 
as possible with free 

movement of goods, services, 
capital and peo^ between the 
two groups. 

“We have considerably re- 
duced what could be considered 
derirable in tenns of excqstions 
to iriiat is really and substantially 
indiq>eosriile,” he told a news 
conference. 

Delamuraz, whose country 
bolds the rotating prosidenqr of 
EFTA, was spe^^ during a 
to Bxuss^ for talks wite 
several membeis of die ECs ex- 
ecutive comnrisaon on the prog- 
ress of tee uegotiatioos frincfa 
started in late June. ,

Low income 
puts squeeze 
on Tunisia 

TUNIS (R) — Low prices for oil 
and fertilisers and a worse than 
expected tourist season are 
strainmg Tunisia’s 1990 balance 
of payments. Economy and Fi- 
nance Minister Mohammed 
Ghannondii said in an interview 
pnblidied Sunday. 

‘*These weak points, which are 
already noticeable in the trade 
balance and in foreign exriiange 
reserves, obviously call for atten- 
tion,” he told tte government 
d^y La ftesse. 

Ghannouchi said tee fell in the 
price of erode oil, to $14 a barrel 
recently from $20 at tee start of 
the year, had cost Tunisia 90 
million dinars ($101 miUion) in 
the first six months of 19M. Tuni- 
sia exports 60,000 barrels a day. 

Pru^ had feUen IS per cent in 
tee diemical fertiliser market, he 
said. Exports of phosjteates and 
jteosphate derivatives were worth 
476 ^lion dinars (SS20 miUion) 
in 1989. 

In tourism, tee results for the 
first few months of the year were 
poorer than eiqMCted, as in most 
Mediterranean countries. He 
gave no figures but tee govern- 
ment bad forecast a one to two 
per cent increase over 1989. when 
3.2 million people visited. 

Ghannouchi said recent pay 
rises might push op inflation, 
running at between seven and 
eight per cent for tee past two 
years. 

Public-sector employees have 
received salary increases of up to 
27 per cent, spread over three 
years, their first for several years, 
and teere has been a series of 
strikes for higher rises. 

Ghasnouefai said holding the 
prices of subsidised foodstufft at 
present levels would raise tee 
subsidy bill to 350 milliOD dinars 
($395 million) in 1990 and then to 
some 500 million ($565 million) in 
1992. 

The govenunent said last year 
tee b41i was too high at 230 
million ($255 million) but apart 
from raising food prices sli^tiy 
last August, it did not make 
radical reforms. 

“We will have to get used to 
regular but moderate increases in 
subsidised prices, alongside mea- 
sures to maintain tee pnrchasiiig 
power of the poor,” Gbannoudii 
said. 

On the bright side, tee minister 
said agricultural production was 
Up; the textile and mechanical 
engineering indostries were per- 
forming wen. 


Disputes loom 
at GATT talks 





GENEVA (R) — Rows over 
farm trade reform, curbs on tex- 
tile ejqiorts, commercial piracy 
and new roles for service indus- 
tries confront delegates at inter- 
national trade talks resunung in 
Geneva Monday. 

On the eve of a vreek of Uni- 
gnay Round nego^tions, the 
European Community (EQ was 
at odds with the Unit^ States 
and other agricnltural exporters 
on reforming farm trade and 
slshing government subsidies to 
fanners. 

Third World textile producers 
were fuming over a draft agree- 
ment to ph^ out restrictions on 
their exports. They said it in- 
cluded disguised EC moves to 
perpetuate the curbs. 

The Uiuted States and its main 
trading partners were deadlocked 
over attempts by Washington to 
ejulude aviation, shif^nng and 
finance from a propo^ pact to 
liberalise serrice industries ^licb 
do worldwide business worth 
$600 billion a year. 

Washington wants a separate 
agreement on finanriai services, 
such as banking and insurance.

EAST BERLIN (R) — East Germain’s coadition 
gove rnment pulled back fimn tibc oi. adlapse 
Sunday by readimg a tentative compromise in a row 
over the timing ci unification vrith Bonn.

Ortleb’s Liberals and the Social 
Democrats wanted East Ger- 
many to accede the day before 
pan-Gennan elections planned 
for Dec. 2. De Maiziere wanted 
the merger the day after. 

Joining a day before wonld 
mean elections in all Germany 
under West German rules and so 
probably exdnde smaller parties 
from the first pan-German parlia- 
ment in half a century. 

Fusing the day after wonld 
mean nang two electoral systems. 
Smaller parties would stand more 
chance Imt it would split the left’s 
vote and fovoor ^ Christian

Ortleb said the d^ would in- 
volve a “In^-level body” dedd- 
ing on when to accede, a refer- 
ence to a jtnnt meeting diis 
month of the two German parlia- 
ment’s committees on nnity.

ly harm already strained relations 
between the two countries.

Burma military signals no 
quick handover of power 


BANGKOK (R) — By refusing 
to release o pp o si t i on leader Anng 
San Sun a year after her 
house arrest, Burma’s military 
luleis have indicated toey will not 
bow to public p res sur e for a quick 
handover of power. 

Diplomats said Sunday tbe 
army, wfaidi has ruled toe coun- 
try for the last 22 months, had 
^ieaiiy decided to extend her 
detention for fear she would 
galvanise her party into d eman - 
ding the power ft won in elections 
in May. 

no doubt she remains 
inside because she is political 
flpsithema to toe army and will 
'stay there until they feel toe 
sitnatioo has stabilised,” one 
said. 


Aung San Son Kyi, a 44-year- 
old housewife until beccmiing tiie 
reiudaat leader of a 1988 abor- 
tive Mprising, has beeo under 
house airest since last Joly. But 
her party, the National League 
for Demoaacy, still swept May’s 
assembly elections, winning 80 
per cent of seats contested. 

But tbe army ruled out an early 
transfer of power, demanding a 
new constitution and a piebisdte 
before any new government is 
formed. 


Triickloads of troops were 
shipped into downtown Rangoon 
last Thnisday for Maityr’s Day, 
whiefa last year sparked tbe 
open confrontation for months 
between the League and the army 
and led to Anng San- Sun Kyi’s 
pfie st.

“During the last few days tiie 
state media has opened fire again 
on toe le^oe and Ani^ San Sun 
Kyi. Most of ft is baclffiring but 
it’s a sign tiiat they’re very wor- 
ried,” one diptomat said. 

Diplomats said they believed 
the ruling army council must have 
secretly decided to keep the 
League leader under house arrest 
for anotoer 160 days. Tbe law 
allows her to be detained for up 
to three years without being for- 
mally charged. 

No official aimouncement has 
been made. Diplomats said secni^ 
ity around her honse had been 
listened. 

“There’s no neat polftica] solu- 
tion here. She is as popular lodt- 
ed np as she is onts^, but as 
long as she is locisd up the 
people vriU be getting aiigrier,” 
one diplomat said. 

Bnt they added tiiat the League 
was losing the confidence ft 
gained its landslide victory in 
May and needed Anng San Snu 
Kyi’s political goidaoce. 

Army determination to keep 
power in toe face of an over- 
wfaehning mandate for change 
has left few Bnimese willmg to 
sacrifice their lives as they did 
when hondreds of demonstrators 
ran into army bullets and 
bayonets two years ago, diplo- 
mats said. 

“I don’t see any indication out 
toere tiiat toat sentunem Is bnfld- 
mg at tins point. It may only take 
a spark to change toat, bnt 1990 is 
not 1988. There’s not tiie same 
sense that mountains can be 
moved,” one said.

SAN JOSE. Cbsta Rica (AP) — -
